The  statistics  for  the  year  1943,  although  not  quite  as 
good  as  those  for  the  previous  year  are  still  satisfactory. 

The  Death  Rate  is  rather  higher  than  for  the  previous  year  and 
the  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  lower.  The  Infantile  Mortality 

Rate  also  shows  an  increase. 

Bor  the  first  time  on  record  there  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria.  Measles  was  present  in  epidemic  form  but  was  of 
a  comparatively  mild  type. 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the 
staff  for  their  loyal  services.

The  rainfall  recorded 
for  the  year  was  71.17vt,  the  average  rainfall  given  by  the 
Meteorological  Office  is  56,00i?.  It  is  noted  that  59.5 >  of 
the  total  of  this  exceedingly  heavy  rainfall  fell  between 
July  and  December,  during  which  period  there  are  at  least 
three  summer  months .

Bootle .  The  construction  of  the  Fellside  Filter  Station 
and  Reservoir  was  completed  in  1943.  These  works,  however 
do  not  work  satisfactorily  and  improvements  hope  to  be  carried 
out  in  the  near  future. 

The  Green  and  Whicham.  These  supplies  have  been  fairly 
satisfactory  during  1943. 

Seascale .  Very  few  complaints  of  shortage  of  water  have 
been  received  from  this  supply. 

Post  War  Schemes  for  Water  Supply  have  been  prepared  and 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry.

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE .  During  the  year  no  new  works  were  carried 
out  in  any  part  of  the  district.  Essential  repair  work  was 
carried  out  in  the  Millom  area. 

At  the  present  time  schemes  for  effectively  sewering  the 
whole  area  are  before  the  Ministry. 

It  is  hoped  the  Council  will  take  advantage  of  the  nev/ 

Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Bill  which  has  recently 
been  passed  by  Parliament. 

Embankment  Sewer >  It  has  not  been  possible  to  make  any 
progress  to  eliminate  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  discharge 
of  sewerage  on  the  Embankment.  I  still  recommend  that  this 
work  be  carried  out  even  if  the  whole  job  is  not  completed 
in  one  operation.  A  little  could  be  done  each  year  if  it 
is  considered  too  expensive  to  carry  out  the  whole  work  at 
once . 

Tannery  Sewer.  This  sewer  is  working  very  satisfactorily, 
but  unfortunately  negotiations  have  not  been  completed  to 
enable  the  Council  to  connect  the  Steel  Green  Houses  into 
this  sewer  as  was  the  original  intention. 

The  new  schemes  for  Seascale  and  Ravenglass  are  already 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  the  Council  are  just  awaiting 
permission  to  start  them  as  soon  as  the  War  situation  allows. 

Kolmrook,  Drigg  and  Eskdale  are  still  without  any 
proper  means  of  sewerage. 

SCHOOLS.  All  schools  in  the  area  were  again  inspected  during 
the  year.  Eskdale  High  School  is  still  without  a  water 


/ 
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supply  and  proper  sanitation.  Sskdale  Low  School  still  has 
eqrth  closets. 

Extensive  repairs  were  carried  out  to  Lapstone  Road 
Boys’_  School  by  the  County  education  Authority.  .The  main 
walls  were  buttressed  to  prevent  collapse. 

The  nutrition  of  the  school  children  remained  good 
during  the  year.  Over  7 0y>  of  the  children  take  advantage 
of  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.  School  meals  were  commenced 
for  the  Millom  children  in  1943  and  these  meals  were  provided 
by  the  British  Restaurant*  The  school  canteen  at 
Waberthwaite  provides  dinners  for  the  children  attending  the 
school.  I  would  like  to  see  the  school  meals  scheme 
extended  to  other  schools  in  the  area.  At  Thwaites  School 
more  than  80^  of  the  children  stay  for  their  mid-day  meal 
which  consists  of  sandwiches  they  bring  from  home.  I  am  sure 
a  canteen  at  this  school  would  be  well  patronised  and  the 
children  v;ould  benefit  enormously. 

There  were  £98  evacuee  children  still  in  the  area  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

There  were  no  school  closures  during  the  year. 

HOUSING.  The  54  houses  at  Bootle  for  War  Workers  were  completed 
during  the  year.  The  84  houses  at  Grammar scrof t ,  Millom, 
are  nearing  completion  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report. 

At  the  moment  the  Council  is  considering  plans  for  Post 
War  Housing.  A  provisional  site  has  been  chosen  for  50 
new  houses  at  Haverigg,  which  the  Council  hopes  to  build  in 
the  first  year  of  their  Post  War  programme. 

Necessary  Repairs.  Mr#  Hankey  has  reported  on  this  subject 
and  I  endorse  his  remarks  on  the  advisability  of  the  Council  * 
having  their  own  Repairs  Department. 

Closing  Orders#  During  routine  inspections  it  wTas  found 
that  three  cottages  which  had  become  vac.ant  were  in  such  a 
dilapidated  and  dangerous  condition  that  the  owners  were 
requested  not  to  allow  these  cottages  to  bo  re-occupied. 

Closing  Orders  were  afterwards  recommended  in  each  instance. 

MEAT  INSPECTION.  I  have  nothing  new  to  report  on  this  matter. 
Th!e  inspection-  of  meat  is  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory 
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manner.  The  present  Slaughterhouse  although  inadequate  and 
far  below  modern  standards  was  kept  in  a  reasonably  clean 
condition  throughout  the  year. 

MILK  &  JURIES  ORDERS.  Under  the  new  Legislation  the 
responsibility  for  farm  buildings  and  the  production  of  milk 
on  farm  premises  will  shortly  come  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  this  Authority 
will  only  have  to  supervise  the  cleanliness  of  milk  after  it 
has  left  the  producers  premises.  Whether  this  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction  remains  to  be  seen.

Two  of  the.  samples  submitted  for  animal  inoculation  proved 
positive  for  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Immediate  action  was  taken  in 
conjinction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
Veterinary  Department,  to  eliminate  the  cattle  responsible  from 
the  herds.

Scarlet  Fever  25 

Rooms  were  fumigated,  also  bedding  and  clothing.  Where 
patients  are  not  removed  to  hospital  but  are  isolated  at  home, 
fumigation  is  carried  out  after  recovery  of  the  patient. 

Each  case  is  visited  after  notification  and  disinfectant 
supplied.  Any  sanitary  defects  found  to  exist  at  the 
premises  are  remedied  without  delay.  Any  library  books 
found  at  the  infected  premises  are  removed  and  disinfected  or 
otherwise  destroyed. 


At  the  request  of  owners,  five  houses  were  fumigated  after 
illness  or  death,  and  in  several  instances  bedding,  mattresses 
etc.,  were  also  destroyed.  Fumigation  of  clothing  etc., 
and  preraises  at  camps  and  hostels  in  the  area  was  also  carried 
out  at  frequent  intervals.  This  was  done  after  requests 
had  been  received  from  the  Authorities  concerned  for  assistance 
in  this  matter. 

ySRHINOLS  PREMISES ,  Disinfestation  of  10  dwelling-houses  had 
to  be  carried  out*  After  this  had  been  done  by  spraying  and 
using  Zaldicide  the  occupiers  of  the  infested  premises  were 
supplied  with  disinfectant  for  cleaning  down  purposes.  Drastic 
action  had  to  be  taken  against  several  occupiers  of  dwelling- 
houses  where  conditions  were  appalling,  and  as  no  improvements 
we re  effected  after  repeated  warnings,  the  Council  were 
recommended  to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Court  proceedings  had  to  be  taken  in  one  instance  and  this 
seemed  to  have  the  desired  effect  on  the  other  occupiers. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1954.  During  the  year  6  inspections  were  made  at 
the  various  shops  throughout  the  area  and  everything  wa3 
found  to  be  satisfactory  and  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 

BAKEHOUSES ♦  There  are  still  14  bakehouses  in  the  area,  3  of 
which  are  domestic.  All  were  regularly  inspected.  Lime¬ 
washing  was  carried  out  at  least  twice  at  each  bakehouse  in 
accordance  with  the  Regulations.  The  provision  of  a  Record 
Book  and  Abstract  of  the  Factory  Act  was  requested  in  one 
instance  and  was  immediately  complied  with,  Z  Notices  have 
been  served  in  respect  of  limewashing  of  premises.

Bootle.  Periodical  inspections  were  ma  e  at  the 
Sewerage  Disposal  W®rks  during  the  year  and  they  were 
operating  satisfactorily. 

I  have  had  occasion  to  report  to  the  Council  that  the 
outfall  from  the  Sewerage  Works  is  continually  under  water 
and  this  is  due  to  the  ditches  on  adjoining  land  not  owned 
by  the  Council  being  blocked.  Such  a  condition  has  made 
it  impossible  for  an  inspection  to  be  made  of  the  effluent 
which  was  being  discharged  from  the  Works.  Tfeis  matter 
was  referred  to  the  War  Agricultural  Drainage  Officer  and 
attention  is  being  given  to  same. 

One  connection  to  the  Council’s  sewer  was  made  and  this 
also  included  conversion  from  earth  closets  to  the  water 
carriage  system. 

Seasaale.  The  6”  outfall  sewer  on  the  foreshore  was 
damaged  on  several  occasions  by  high  tides  and  it  was 
necessary  to  carry  out  temporary  repairs  to  the  same^ 

When  the  scheme  for  the  complete  sewering  of  the  Sejpcale 
area  comes  into  operation  this  outfall  will  be  done  away 
with,  hence  the  reason  for  the  temporary  repairs  to  the  same. 

Blockages  frequently  occurred  on  the  main  sewer  on 
the  G-osforth  Road  and  caused  flooding  of  premises.  There 
we  re  no  means  of  releasing  these  blockages  with  the 
exception  of  opening  up  the  main  sewer,  there  being  no  man¬ 
hole  at  the  particular  point.  This  was  reported  to  the 
Council  with  a  recommendation  that  approximately  33 . yards 
of  9 '*  sewer  be  re-laid  in  addition  to  the  construction  of 
one  manhole.  This  work  was  eventually  put  in  kanl  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received.

There  is  no  change  in  this  Parish- as  far  as 
sewerage  arrangements  are  concerned. 

SCHOOLS ♦  Periodical  visits  wore  made  at  the  various  schools 
throughout  the  area. 

The  only  schools  in  the  area  which  are  without  modern 
sanitation  are  Eskdale  High  and  Low  Schools,  and  efforts  are 
still  being  made  to  firing  these  schools  up  to  modern  standards.
